STRIKERS IGNORE 
THE ULTIMATUM 


None of the C. P. R. Mechanics Re- 
turns to Work, in Winnipeg—- 
Is Tie-up Imminent? 


Winnipeg, Aug, 19.—The striking 
mechanics assert that not a single 
man has returned to work by reason 
of the ultimatum served on them by 
the C.P.R., and which expired yes- 
terday. They claim that the fight now 
is entering on an entirely new, phase 
and that it will be a bitter endurance 
test with everything on the side of 
the men as soon as the grain begins 
to move. 

They claim that dead engines and 
care are already choking up the yards 
at all western points. On the other 
hand, the company, while eaying no- 
thing, appear to be filling up the va- 
ecancies though the preportion cf un- 
skilled labor is of course great, 

Although no official announcement 
has been made, there appears to be 
no fear of trouble between the C.N.R. 
management and its employees, A 
conciliatory attitude is shown on beth 
sides, 

In Montreal it is stated to-day that 
eight old employees of the Canadian 
Pacific railway returned to work thie 
morning, and it is also «aid that there 
were two hundred more men working 
in the Angus shops yesterday. Other- 
wise there is no change in the situa- 
tion,

Men Convicted of Thefts Get Imprison- 
ment in dail. 


Medicine Hat, Aug. 18—In the district

SMUGGLED VALUABLE GOODS. 


Two Society Women May Have to Face 
Charges in Boston. 


Chicago, Avg, 19—Mrs, Emily Rock- 
well Crane Cadbourne ,who with Mrs. J. 
Gardner, a wealthy Boston society wo- 
man, may have to face charges for al- 
leged smuggling of valuable art treas- 
ures through the United States customs 
office, has mysteriously disappeared. 
Mrs. Cadbourne brought into this coun- 
try as household goods, under a false de- 
elaration ,nearly $260,000 worth of art 
treasures belonging to Mrs. Gardiner on 
which she placed a valuation of $8,000. 
The goods have been seized by Collector

Cadbourne or Mrs. Gardner paid the 


government $70,000 in fines and penal- 
ties, Mrs. Gardner will have to pay S80.-

AUTO WAS HURLED 
THROUGH STATION 


Mr. and Mrs. John G. Gluek Lose Their 
Lives in Collision of Their Automo- 
bile With Train.—Threo Other Occu- 
pants of Machine Escape With Their 
Lives, Y 


Minneapolis, Minn., 18—Mr. and Mrs. 
John G. Ghuek were instantly killed 
about 8 o'clock this morning when the 
automobile in which they were riding 
on the way to town was struck by a 
Minneapolis and St. Louis train at Cot- 
tage Wood station. Mrs. Gluek's sister, 
Mrs. Emma TeBlair, her daughter aged 
5, and Roy Witt, aged. 13, were also in 
the machine but were not seriously ‘n- 
jured, except Mrs. LeBlair, whose skull 
was fractured. 

The body of Mrs. Gluek was caught 
underneath the car ,which caught fire 
and her body was badly charred. Mrs. 
LeBlair was also caught by the feet 
under the car but passengers from the 
train rushing to the rescue pulled her to 
safety. The train was running at a 
slightly increased speed over the sche- 
dule as it was about 36 minutes late. 

The auto, driven by Mr. Gluek, was 
coming toward the city and a bond in 
the read prevented a clear view of the 
track so that it was impossible to see 
the train until but a short distance from 
the track. An examination of the auto, 
after the accident, showed that the driv- 
er tried to apply the emergency brakes 
in an effort to stop and finding that the 
stop conld not be made in -time the 
clutch was thrown into the high gear in 
a last effort to cross before the train 
struck, 

The auto was thrown a distance of 
about 30 feet. It went clear through the 
depot at Cottage Wood carrying away 
ong side <f the station house and causing 
the building to sway over against the 
train, The auto coming up on the left 
side of the track prevented the engineer 
from catching sight of it before it 
struck, As soon as he saw the machine 
he started to stop the train and accom- 
plished it inside of a train length, back- 
ing up to the scene to render any assist- 
ance possible, The passengers swarmed 
out of the cars and went to the arsist- 
ance of the victims of the accident. The 
jar of the aceident exploded the gaso- 
line tank in *the auto, and a fire was 
started almost as soon as the machine 
landed on the platform. 

The body of Mr. Gluek was pieked up 
about 20 feet from the ear. It was lying 
on the platform and life was extinct 
when he was reached. His sister was 
picked up between him and the machine 
and she was found to be still alive, al- 
though there was not much hope ex- 
pressed that she would live. Her skull 
was crushed but a physician wh. hap- 
pened to be on, the train stated thut her 
life could be Saved if the skull could be 
trepanned immediately, The little girl 
was lying at the corner of the d>pot. 
She was conscious but was suffering from 
a severe cut on the right temple. The 
hoy, apparently, was unhurt, except for 
the shaking he received thiough the 
shock. 

After the passengers had picked up the 
hedios of Mr. Gluek and his sister they 
tried to get that of Mrs. Gluek, but were 
prevented by the flames that surrounded 
the body which was lying about half un- 
der the auto and was burned down by 
the tonneau, A bundle of sereen doors 
which had been lying on the platform 
was also piled about the machine 
through the force with which it was 
thrown through the depot, ond this 
added to the difficulty of reseuing the 
remains,

WOULD BE MENACE 
TOFIRE FIGHTERS 


Street Railway Poles on Sides of Street 
Makes Fire Fighting More 
Hazardous Says Fire Chief 


The thoroughfare of Jasper avenue, 
already one of the most creditable in 
Western Canada, will, within the*next 
month or two, be an ever greater 
source of pride to the citizens of Ed- 
monton, In the discussion on the 
placing of the street railway iron poles 
down the centre of the avenue, one 


point in the beautification of the 
thoroughfare has been entirely lost 
sight of. Before a month's time, 


practically every one of the wooden 
posts that stretch along on each side 
from one end of the business section 
to the other, wili be removed, and the 
only uprights will be the iron posts 
for the trolley wires in the centre 
The change wrought by the removal 
of hundreds of unsightly poles will 
be marked. 

It has been urgetl by some that the 
present electric light and telephone 
poles might be used to run the wires 
for the car system. As a matter of 
fact, practically all those poles are 
now out of use and the wires have 
been discarded. Their removal ‘s 
only a matter of the men of the de 
partment getting time to take them 
out. City Electrical Superintendent 
Ormsby states that many of the poles 
are now only being held in place by 
the mass of wires, as the peles them 
sélves are several years past their age 
of safety. This being the case, their 
use for the streét car system would 
be very ill advised. 

Chief Davidson, of the fire depart- 
ment, is also opposed to the double- 
pole system, as it would greatly im- 
pede the operation of the department 
in fighting fires. An instance of this 
was shown last Sunday night, where 
a ten-wire cross bar of electric light 
and telephone wires was torn down by 
the ladders at the Laporte pantorium 
blaze, 

Viewed from the standpoint of 
economy, the saving by the single line 
in wiring, as in other material, will 
be very great. Then the single pole 
system is now on hand, having been 
ordered by a previou® administration, 
and to change the entire scheme at 
the present time would mean delays 
as well as greatly increased expendi- 
ture.

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ANTHRACITE COAL STRIKE. 
Operators Refuse to Accede to Unrea- 
sonable Demand of Union Leaders 


Pittoburg, Pa., Aug. 18.—Unless the 
United Mine Workers of America back 
down, there will be declared within 
the next 48 hours one of the biggest 
strikes in the history of coal produc- 
tion here. 

Late, this aftertoon the operators 
in the Pittsburg district threw down 
the gauntlet to the miners, announc- 
ing that they would go no further in 
assisting the empioyees to mointain 
the union, 

Leaders of the union miners de- 
manded that the employing operators 
take off the pay of each miner an in- 
creased aum of money each month for 
the support of the miners’ union, It 
the operators would not do this there 
was to be a strike called at once. 

The operators to-day refused, and 
late to-night was sent out a call for a 
meeting of miners of the Pittsburg 
district, It is understood the leaders 
are really for a strike, The ouicome 
is looked forward to with great anx- 
iety by both sides, 


SEVENTH DEATH IN. 
SPRINGFIELD’S RIOTS 


One More Negro is Shet Down and 
Another, Fatally Wounded.—Only 
Awe-Inspiring Military Demon- 
stration Serves to Repress the 
Intense Feeling Between Whites 
and Blacks, 7 


Springfield, Ills., August 18.--One 
more negro fatally wounded and one 
more dead. This is the casualty list 
of the past twenty-four hours of mili- 
tary occupation of Springfield This 
reckoning takes no account of the 
seores of prisoners crammed into the 
county jail by the patrols under com- 
mand of Major-General Young. 

The dead and wounded represent 
the frustration of the arm of the law 
of the government, which stands be- 
tween a repetition of the sack and 
rapine of the historie forty-eight hours 
just passed and indexes the complex- 
ion of the racial feeling which sub 
sides only in face of awe-inspiring 
force 

Shot by Sentinel. 

The dead negro was shot t) death 
by a sentinel, who detected the black 
aiming a revolver at another stalking 
sentinel, 

That the death list has increased to 
seven is not generally known, but is 
substantiated by those who know. 

Tie ialal wounding of the second 
victim was caused by the latter being 
discovered with a flaming toreh dan- 
gerously pear an important building. 
He was told to halt, refused and was 
shot by a well directed ball. He is 
now being cared for by negroes but is 
believed to be dying. 

Tonight the city is quiet, but all 
sentries are on the alert for the im 
mediate suppression of any uprising 
that may take place 

Riot in Chicago. 


Chicago, Uls., August 18.—While 
whites and negroes fought with 
bricks and cluba today in a desperate 
race eneounter in an alley in the 
rear of Chicago avenue, hurried riot 
calls were sent in by citizens. The 


arrival of the police, who charged the 
combatants, prevented fatalities 


Twelve white men and a seore of 
negroes participated in’ the disturb 
ance, which was brought about as 


an aftermath of the Springfield rtiote 
News of the conflict soon epread and 
both whites and blacks rushed to the 
seene in large numbers and the ar 
rival of the police was all that pre 
vented what might have led to a re 
petition of the Springfield horrors.

Claresholm, Aug. [7—As the harvest 
season adyances and contingencies 
arise in one district after another, 
that were totally unforeseen two weeks 
ago, the many and often random con- 
jectures that have been made as: to 
the probable yield in Southern A}- 
berta this year must of necessity call 
for some alteration. A frost of two 
weeks ago is now beginning to show 
that the evops in some dietricta were 
effected and some were not, Of suc- 
cessive frosts during the past few 


jdays who can tell et this stage just 


what districts have been touched and 
what damage has been done? Then 
again hot winds have rained the pros- 
peets of some districts and hailatormes 
have put quite a crimp in others. 
These are tacts that have transpired 
by the middle of August and the har- 
vest is not yet at an end, Of course 
no one kes to hear these things or 
be told that some of the gold is tin- 
sel for fear of injuring the country’s 
reputation, but surely the deflection 
between truth and fiction should be 
made known. 
Winter Wheat Safe, 

The middle of August finds the 
Claresholm district with the winter 
wheat all cut with one or two excep- 
tions The general expression of 
opinion on the part of the farmers, 
who vividly remember the experience 
of last year, is that thi shas been a 
very successful year for winter wheat. 
They have no hesitation in saying 
that the acreage is larger than last 
year and that the wheat which they 
will present at the elevators this year 
will be a elightly larger yield per acre 
and a much better grade.. After a 
tour of the district your correspond- 


nt is eatistied that this can be ac- 
cepted as a correct estimate of the 
winter wheat. Standing as the wheat 


is now and with the threshers begin- 
hing at work on Monday there is not 
non to fear but that all will end 
we 

Frost in Spring Wheat. 

The spring wheat, however, in the 
Claresholm district is a matter of seri- 
ous consideration, There is a large 
acreage this year and as far as it has 
advaneed it is looking very fair, But 
it is not ripening fast enough on ae- 
count of the short period of sunshine 
and the cool nights. As it stands at 
present it is too great @ temptation 
for the frost, As your correspondent 
drove through the district today, there 
were indications that eome low-lying 
sections had been touched by frost. It 
cannot be estimated as yet just what 
injury has been done bat it is en- 
ough to make the farmers of the dis- 
triet wish that the grain were all eut 
and threshed, On a farm within three 
miles of Claresholm a large field of 
6pring wheat was intended for flour 
but it ie now being eut for feed on 
account of having been badly frosted. 
What the whole country wants is a 
week of good hot weather and then 
the spring wheat will give a good ac- 
count of itself. 


Other Farm Crops. 


Of the other crops there ie not much 
to be said. The oats for the most 


part are suffering from drouth, but 
have been helped eomewhat by the 
recent rain. The barley is looking 


well. Most of the potatocs have been 
touched by froat and a very poor yield 
ie expected 
The Harvest Area. 

Claresholm is the largest wheat cen- 
tre south of Calgary, and vet the de- 
velopment of the town and district 
hae all been done in the past six 
years, The deyelopmetit is said to 
have bern greatest in the past two 
years, during which time a larger 
number of eettlers went into the 
country east of Claresholm, as far as 
the Black Spring Ridge, thirty miles 


out. Many of the townships there 
have every quarter section occupied 
and schools and post offices extend 
in many localities. It is this large 


hinterland that last year gave Clares- 
holm the record shipment of grain of 
ny district in Southern Alberta. From 
this point 634,300 bushels were ship 
ped and yet the amount of grain ren- 
dered unfit for shipment is gaid to 
have been fully 20 per cent. of the 
total yield. Your correspondent ask- 
ed for an estimate of the number of 
bushels of grain that this district 
could muster under the most favor- 
able conditions and was cold that it 
would be well on to 1,000,000 bushels. 

The well cultivated farms have 
often ‘been likened to the beat eettled 
districts of Ontario, Especially is this 
true of the farme lying west between 
Claresholw and the foothills, Here 
wheat flelds abound. Chas. Moore 
and Wm. ,Pigby have hundreds of 
acres of grain im stooks. J. Benson 
has cut ali his winter wheat this 
year with two eight-foot binders at 
work until the grain was eut. Chas. 
Noble nearby, hai eight binders at 


work and expeets to harvest 50,000 
bushels of wheat in all, Hie whole 
farm shows splenoid tillage, Thos. 


Lewis owns four sections in the dis 
trict aud has au enermous acreage ia 
winter wheat. Viewed from a certain 
poiat his ficlds of stooked grain oe- 
cupy about three-quarters of the hor- 
70D, 

Seven Days in the Week, 

The great concern of the district is 
to get the winter wheat eut, threshed 
and in the elevators as s00n ag pos- 
sible.

‘JAPAN WILL OBSERVE 
LEMIEUX AGREEMENT 


Concerning Asiatic Immigration Says R. 
L. Drury in His Return From Japan. 
i 


Immigration Question is Now Re- 
duced to Satisfactory Basis. 


Victoria, Aug. 17—R, 1. Drury, who 
vor the last six months has been in Ja- 
pan for the purpose of supervising the 
arrangements necessitated by the Le- 
mieux agreement regarding immigretion 
into Canada, returned home yesterday 
afternoon, via Seattle, arriving there on 
the big Hill liner Minnesota. 

Mr. Drury was interviewed this even- 
ing with regard to his mission and gave 
some very interesting information upon 


| the important subject to which he has 


heen devoting his attention for the last 
half year. 

“1 believe,” he said) “that the Japan- 
ese immigration question is now reduced 
to a satisfactory basis, and 1 have every 
confidence that Japan will faithfully ob- 
serve the terms of the agreement. I 
must say that the various proposals made 
by me and formally presented through 
the British ambassador to the Japanese 
foreign office were met in a most friend- 
ly spirit by the Japanese authorities, 
and throughout they have manifested a 
desire to be fair and reasonable. 

“For example, I proposed that the Ja- 
panese foreign office should furnish us 
wifh monthly statements of the Japanese 
going from Japan to Canada and show- 
ing the occupations and other descriptions 
of the va 1s classes of emigrants. They 
acceded to this request, and are now 
sending us these returns every month. 
We have cur own Canadian immigration 
offiials who keep a complete list of ar- 
rivals from Japan ,and, if the terms of 
the agreement should violated the 
Japanese government would be involved 
in self-condemnation by their own re- 
turns,

No Further Trouble. 

“There were some misunderstandings

“Japan has made wonderful progress 


jin the last 30 years. The successful 
manner in which the feudal system,

forcibly how marvellously well these peo- 
ple can accommodate themselves to new 
institutions and new conditions.

THE LAND AND THE SETTLER 


A Common Charge and the Plain Facts in Relation Thereto— Land Intend- 
ed For the Settlers Has Not Passed Irito the Hands’ 6f Speculators-— 
Thirty-Five Million Acres of Land Given to Settlers as Free- Honie- 
Steads Since 1896—Thirty Million Additional Acres Now Set. Apart 
Exclusively For Settlers in the Form of Odd-Numbered Sections—A 
Striking Contrast Between the Two Regimes. ;

The American mbit lantern ae a 
means of coaveying political false- 
hodéds is among the modern develop- 
ments of the art referred tg ag it is 
practised in this country in thie year 
of grace. But the most shameless 
palming off of party misrepresenta- 
tions in the guise of truths uttered for 
the public weal is that which is prae- 
tised in the dissemination of such 
statements as the following, which is 
here reproduced from a recent editor- 
ial in the Ottawa Evening Journal, 
professing to discuss the record of the 
present Dominion government :— 

“THE Tand, inetead™ of going direct 
to the settler, has passed first through 
the hands of the middlemen, friends 
ofthe government, some of them now 
even members of parliament and sup- 
porting the government, men who buy 
for a song and sell or hold for hun- 
dreds of thousands, Lands, coal areas, 
timber leases, grazing irriga- 
tion privileges, the public demain in 
the west in all its concrete forms, pas- 
ses into the hands of a few groups ol 


leases, 


men, is alienated forever 2t prices 
ridiculouély incommensurate with its 


real value and the man who is to meet 
the enhaneed cost which the specu- 
lators are to exact is the setfler whose 
interest the Liberal leaders in’ 1893 
pledged themselves to protect.” 

This ia truly a sweeping indictment. 
It amounts, if the words bear. their 
conventional meaning, to this, that it 
ie and has been the fixed poliey of 
the government to make it imposeible 
for the actual setiler to get access to 
the land without first dealing with a 
middleman. But will the statement 
stand examination? Lands, coal areas, 
out that these latter require the em- 
timber leases, grazing leases, irriga- 
tion privileges, in a word, “the public 
domain in the west, in all its conerete 


form,”’ is pictured as “alienategl for- 

ever,” at the expense of the settler. 
The Free Press proposes today tp 

consider the first item in this list, 


namely, the lands. As fer coal area, 
timber leases, grazing leases and ivri- 
gation sules, these may de left for dis- 
cussion later. Suffice it here to point 
out that these latter require the em- 
ployment of large capital, and thus, 
in that sense, stand gpart from the 
case of the settler. 7 the develop- 
ment of a coal area shaite have to be 
sunk and machinery installed, neees 
sitating sugh large outlays of money 
as are possible only by companies; 
the same is the case with the timber 
berths. As for grazing leases, they are 
necessary for the Yontinuance ot the 
ranching industry, but they have not 
stood in the way of the settler; the 
range, as in Southern Alberta, has 
been converted into farms as the set 
tlers have come in. As for irrigation, 
it ie work which hae to be done on a 
large seale, involving heavy outlays; 
and the very iact of its being neces- 
the area is one which will be passed 
by the settler in his search for ¢ 
home, 


Let us, therefore, today discuss the 
treatment of the actual eettler, lov 
whom the Ottawa Evening Journal 
professes so much concern; and let us 
see what light the faets throw upon 
the above-quoted assertion of a paper 
which, by the way, assumes an air of 
deing Jmpartial, and occasionally lec- 
tures the other newspapers of Canada 
in a superior way on their failure to 
be even ae it is 

The arable tand of Western Canada 


is divided into odd-numbered and 
even-numbered — sections. The odd- 
numbered sections have until the 


present time been reserved from set- 
tlement by homesteading. What for? 
They were set aside by the Conserva- 
live government which was in power 
at Ottawa irom 1878 to 1896, as a re- 
serve from which the railway land 


grants made 60 lavishly by that gov-! 


ernment were to be selected. When 
the Liberal government took office in 
129%, the odd-numbered sections were 
Comparatively little 
progress had been made in the selec- 
tion of the millions upon millions of 
acres of railway grants. The first 
thing done by the Liveral government 
was to stop the policy of granting 
lands to railways, Not an acre of land 
has been granted by the Liberal gov- 
erament to any railway. But the 
grants: ilready authorized by the leg- 
islation of the Conservative regime 
have been ahtisfied, as they had to be 
unless Canada was prepared to repudi- 
ate obligations which it had volun- 
tarily assumed. Until these grants 
were satisfied, the odd numbered 
sections had to remain tied up. To 
the work of hastening the selection by 
the grantees the Liberal government, 
upon taking office, addressed itself, Ft 
was necessarily «low work, as there 
were Hitny millions of acres to he se- 
lected, and the grantees did not find 
it in their interest to hasten unduly 
in making their choice; as the longer 
they could postpone making the selee- 
tion the longer would be the extension 
of their period of exemption from pro- 
vincial and municipal taxation, That 
work was at last completed; and its 
completion meant the reversion to the 
government of Canada of some 30,000, 
000 acres, of which probadly 20,000,000 
acres are good arable land, available 
for immediate settlement. 


If the Laurier government were a 
government of graft, as so freely 
charged by its enemies, the reversion 
to its control of this immense area 
of erahiesdand amran the open- 
ing up of-an-unprecedented opportun- 
ity for corruption on a colossal ecole. 
These, millions of acres could Le carv- 
ed up in land deals like those of.the 
Reblin’ government, for the enrich 
ment of individuals and the man Whe 
would have to meet the enhanced cost 
to beexacted by the looters would Be 
the settlers. But what course hae the 
Dommion government taken in regard 
to these odd-numbered. sections? It 
has taken a course which absolutely 
bars out the land speculator. 

The odd-numbered sections — are 
thrown open first to actual homestead- 
ers, and next for sale at the price of 
$3 per acre, fixed by statute, to men 
who have already homesteaded, and 
who can only saequire title by fulfil- 
ling settlement conditions on the odd- 
numbered sections, which they have 
the right to buy at $3 per aere. The 
speculator thus cannot get in at all 
on the odd-numbered’ sections. They 
ean be. obtained only by actual 
settlers 

Does the Ottawa Evening Journal 
think, or does it not think. that this 
ix to the advantage of. “the settler, 
Whose interest the Liberal ‘caders in 
1893 pledged themselves to protect?”

With satisfaction, What can the Ot- 
tawa Evening Jenrna’ adduce in sup- 
port ot its assertion jhat the land in 
the west designed tor the settler hae 
Seen “alienated forever at prices ridic- 
ulously incommensurate with its real 
value’ to speculators? It is easy to 
make sweeping assertions like those 
of the Ottawa Evening Jousnal, which 
Bays (Nat all land has been made over 
to the grafters. But the making of 
such assertions, and the repetition of 
them does not make them true.

and the Ottawa Evening Journal will 
hardly attempt to question ite justice 
and wiedom, and cannot question the 
necessity the present government was 
under of carrying out the system 
which on entering office it found es- 
tablished by law. In point of fact, 
moreover, the land scrip issued by the 
Liverals to the halibreeds was only 
one-third the amount issued by the 
Conservatives between 1878 and 1896. 
With the exceptions thus noted, the 
Ottawa Evening Journal cannot point 
to any even-numbered larid disposed 
of by the present Dominion govern- 
ment otherwiee than to settlers. 


We now come to the free homesteads 
given to settlers. The official annual 
reports cover six calendar years up to 
1900, when a «ix months’ riod was 
made the stepping stone to having the 
immigration year and the fiscal year 
coincide. In 1906 it was decided to 
have the, Dominion’s fiecal year end 
on Mareh 31, and the official year in 
each of the government departments 
coincide with the fiseal year. Year 
bd year, since 1896, the free homestead 
entries have been as follows, the fig- 
ures available for 1907-8 being for nine 
months only, April 1 to December 31;

Street Railway Route. 

The route of the street railway in 
the east end of the ¢ity was formally 
decided upon as follows: North 
Namayo to Satherland, north on Syn- 
dicate to Norwood and north on Kirk 
ness street to Alberta avenue.
